There you have it, This will be in effect as of 1 February 1980, 
It's not hard to earn points. Let's take an examples 


During the month of February W6LEN makes 100 CW QS0's (complete 
QS0's, including name and QTH exchange) of these 30 were new 
countries, 30 were new states. 


Therefore: 100 QSO's = 100 points 
30 CNTYS = 30 points 
30 States = 30 points 


W6LEN also picked off five more new countries in pile ups or just 
quick exchanges (Signal report only). 


5 New cntys = 5 points (No QSO points) 


W6LEN checked into four OCARC 15 meter nets, four OCARC 2 meter 
nets and sixty 80 meter CW Traffic Nets for a total of 68 net 
check-ins, 


68 Net CK ins = 30 points (Maximum) 


W6LEN finished 3rd in the club during the ARRL CW DX Contest - 
worth 6 points, 


So, the total points for February are: 


100 QSO's 100 points 
30 Countries 30 points 
30 States 30 points 


5 Countries 
Net Check-in 
3rd place ARRL DX 6 points 
TOTAL POINTS 201 points in February 
You will notice that all QSO's were made on CW. Had W6LEN worked 
the same countries or states on SSB as well as CW then you could 
add 60 more points to the score. Please note that the contest 
only accounted for 6 points.
